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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument focused on the following: 
Whether combination of the Rakoshitz and Battat teach presenting said characteristic by playing a rapid succession of graphical images, 
each graphical image representing said network as nodes connected by lines, said lines representing traffic flow between nodes, each 
graphical image graphically representing the value of said characteristic at a particular selected interval within the larger time interval with a 
property of at least one line of said lines, said property indicating a value of said characteristics? 

The combination of Rakoshitz and Battat teaches this limitation because Rakoshitz teaches presenting still graphical image that shows 
lines represented traffic flow between nodes (see Rakoshitz, col. 20, lines 15-30) and Batteach teaches displaying a rapid succession of 
graphical images that shows graphical image representing where said lines are displayed as connecting to the network nodes, (see 
Batteach, paragraph 0109-0113 and figure 17) . 
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
